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MR. CHAI RVAN: Can we get seat ed
pl ease? Thank you. W’re going to get started. First up
is a request for appearance. Nunber one is Town of
Londonderry request for general appearance. Is there
sonmeone fromthe Town of Londonderry who would |ike to say
a few words?

MR, LOVEN: M/ name is Peter Lowen,
| amthe Director of Planning and Econom c Devel opnment for
the Town of Londonderry and we have requested the status
before the Commttee. We have a nunber of issues and
concerns that we would |ike the Commttee to address during
its site evaluation. Those basically deal wth the
project’s effect on property val ues and the inpact on our
community quality of life. They break into a nunber of
categories which | think you Il hear echoed from a nunber
of our citizens such as: WII| the project be visible, the
pl ants, the stacks, em ssions, transm ssion |lines? Another
quality of life issue, will it have a snell attached to it?
WIIl it illumnate our night sky? WII it produce noi se or
vi bration? Wat type of traffic inpacts are there, and if
there are? Construction routes and if sonmeone violates the
construction routes, will you be building then? Conditions

that give us renedies to solving those types of issues such
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as: who do we call to tell AES that soneone is driving

1 along a road that they’ ve agreed not to be al ong. W need
2 to understand the plant’s potential downsides to address
3 our citizen’s concerns and fears and also to deal wth
4 ener genci es.

5 Again, we want you to firmy address these issues.
6 W' ve got quite a group here of know edgeabl e fol ks and we
7 ask that if there is need for outside know edge that you
8 reach out to experts to provide that for you and for our
9 comunity. W want guarantees that these issues are
10 addressed that there are procedures for dealing with them
11 if they get violated such as: along the lines of the truck.
12 If there is a problem how do we address it? Wwo do we go
13 to? Wuat’'s the procedure that’s set in place? That’'s all.
14 MR. CHAI RVAN: Thank you. Any commrents
15 by the applicant?

16 MR SM TH: Yes, M. Chairman, |I'm
17 Geg Smth, appearing for AES. AES is not objecting and in
18 fact supports Londonderry’s request for general appearance.
19 Thank you.

20 M5. WAYLAND: | have a few words, |
21 spoke to Justin earlier, My nane is Joan Wayl and and |’ ve
22 lived in Londonderry for 24 years. |’ve raised tw sons,
23
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|’ m proud of the school system as are sone other people

1 that have lived in town for a nunber of years. | dodged a
2 ot of Iand mnes in Londonderry with all of our superfund
3 sites and problens and I'’m not sure if they' re totally
4 cleaned up. And I'’mwondering if they' re things that were
5 okay at one tine then weren’t and now here we are opening
6 the doors to sonething else. M concern is: Londonderry,
7 as |I’ve knowmn it for alnost half of ny life living there,
8 serving on two high school accreditation conmttees, ny
9 sons going on to MT and Renssel aer. This is very
10 upsetting to ne. W live on H gh Range Road. | don’t even
11 go swi nmmng at Seabrook Beach because | don't |ike the
12 power plant. Londonderry has a certain anbience and a
13 reputation that | would hate to see destroyed. And |
14 wonder, |1’ve heard that it’s not going to a town vote but |
15 wonder what the people meking decisions on our lives, if
16 they are Londonderry residents, if they live within two
17 mles of it? Those are sonme of ny thoughts.

18 MR. CHAI RVAN: Thank you. Do you have
19 any comments about the general appearance of the town of
20 Londonderry in these proceedings? |It’'s a process for the
21 town of Londonderry to participate in these proceedings, in
22 terms of testinony and cross exam nation and so on --.

23
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M5. WAYLAND: Not |ike in the school
1 where you need a two-thirds vote?
2 MR CHAI RVAN: No, it’s invol venent of
3 the town in our proceedings.
4 VMR, GALLANT: Comm ssi oner Varney, ny
5 name is Brian Gllant, |I'm a resident. W woul d
6 respectfully like to have one of the people that live in
7 the town or soneone, a representative fromthe people to be
8 present at the neetings to act and maybe state our issues,
9 separate fromthe town elected officials (inaudible).
10 MR. CHAI RVAN: W1l be getting to
11 t hose other requests in a bit. Thank you.
12 V5.  GABBI DON: | just have comment t hat
13 t he general appearance fromthe town of Londonderry, one
14 concern was as of last week when | spoke, ny nane is
15 Collette Gabbidon and |I'’m from Londonderry Nei ghborhood
16 Coalition. Wien | spoke to the town council nenbers they
17 had yet to read conpletely the application by AES. How
18 they stated that they would like to handle this is they
19 were going to have (inaudible) the town planner read the
20 application and then submt the questions. So we want to
21 make sure that if the town of Londonderry does have a
22 general appearance that it is the entire town council
23
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that’ s involved not just a couple of people.

1 MR.  CHAlI RVAN: Thank you. Bruce?

2 MR ELLSWORTH: M. Chai r man, " m
3 m ndful of our statutory requirenment to listen to the views
4 of the communities that are effected by these projects and
5 | would nove that we allow the town of Londonderry genera

6 appear ance.

7 MR. CHAI RVAN: Is there a second? Any
8 di scussion? All those in favor say aye.

9 COW TTEE: Aye.

10 MR. CHAI RVAN: One thing | al so want ed
11 to nention and Ms. Wayl and brought this up, Harry Stewart
12 is a resident of Londonderry and | think we should nention
13 that fromthe very beginning. Harry, do you have anything
14 to say?

15 MR STEWART: Yes, for the record, I'm
16 a resident of Londonderry. | don’t believe residency in
17 Londonderry will effect ny ability to act inpartially on
18 this application. This represents a potential conflict of
19 interest on the proposed project but based on a
20 conversation with the Departnment of Justice, | understand
21 that living in the town where a facility may be sited does
22 not represent an actual conflict of interest as this does
23
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not represent a direct personal interest in the project.

1 Thank you.

2 MR. CHAI RVAN: Any ot her comrents on
3 general appearance fromthe Conmttee? D d we vote on that
4 al ready? W did vote, okay. Next up is Londonderry
5 Comunity Network which has submtted a request for limted
6 appearance and by the way, for those of you who are not
7 famliar, there are two separate groups. There’s the
8 Londonderry Community Network and there’s the Londonderry
9 Nei ghbor hood Coal ition and hopefully we can learn a little
10 nore today about what those two groups are and why there
11 are two separate groups. But specifically we’'re here now
12 to tal k about the Londonderry Conmunity Network and their
13 request for a I|imted appearance. Is there a
14 representative of that organization present? No.

15 ATTORNEY | ACOPI NO. M. Chairman, | believe
16 that organi zation e-nailed you of their request and said
17 that they would not be here today but they would be here at
18 all future neetings. The comunity interest was basically
19 they wanted to be sure of what the inpact would be on
20 their residence and their nenbers.

21 MR CHAI RVAN: It was Mark Gswal d, |
22 bel i eve, who sent the request and help me with this nane,
23
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Ken Hajj ar. Those are the two contact names that we
1 recei ved.
2 ATTORNEY RI CHARDSON: M. Chairman, | haven't
3 recei ved a copy of the request for intervention and | think
4 under the circunstances it mght be appropriate to defer
5 consideration of it until the next hearing after all the
6 parties have -- if it’s just been an e-nmil request
7 per haps they should be submtting sonething in witing of
8 the commttee and specify what they want and give the
9 various parties the opportunity to view what they're
10 requesting before any action by the Conmttee.
11 ATTORNEY | ACOPI NO. Just to clarify the
12 point, they originally e-nailed a one line request for
13 intervention. | corresponded with them by tel ephone and
14 said that that was not enough, you had to put your reasons
15 in witing in which they attenpted to do in
16 correspondence. W haven't received that correspondence
17 today yet. They did try to verbalize their reasons for
18 wanting the limted intervention. Just for the record that
19 was the way it went.
20 MR. CHAI RVAN: Vell, | think that given
21 that there is no one here and given that we don’t have any
22 witten correspondence detailing the reasons for a limted
23
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appearance | think we should defer action on that. l's
1 t here anyone who feels differently? Brook?
2 MR. DUPEE: Thank you, M. Chairnman
3 | think given the fact that this is a citizens group that
4 we probably have a pretty good idea of what they would |ike
5 to be here and heard about. | see no reason why we shoul d
6 not go ahead and proceed and grant them|imted status.
7 MR.  GABBI DON: If | may, ny name is
8 Paul Gabbidon and | reside in the town of Londonderry and
9 I’'m also a nenber of the Londonderry Neighborhood
10 Coalition.

17 enough issue, soneone from their group would be here as
18 well. And the fact that they are not here just basically
19 says to ne, it’s not as inportant as it should be. | would
20 ask that no consideration be given at this tine until they
21 show up and produce any docunentation and argunent
22 supporting the fact of why they think they should be given

One is
17 the, Peter you are famliar, is Ken on the Pl anning Board
18 Comm ttee and the --

19 MR  LOVEN: The Pl anni ng Board and
20 t he Budget Committee.

21 V5.  GABBI DON: These two gentl emen have
22 showed up at every single Londonderry Neighborhood
23
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Coalition neeting and have tried to disrupt it. As far as

1 we know they are the only two people representing their
2 group and they’ ve been very abusive to the nenbers of our
3 coalition. |If there are other nenbers that work with them
4 we have yet to see them It’s just generally those two
5 gent | enen.

6 MR.  CHAlI RVAN: Thank you.

7 MR TAYLOR M. Chairman, | would
8 recomrend that we suspend further consideration until such
9 time that we have a representative and a request in witing
10 from the Network.

11 MR. CHAI RVAN: Thank you. Geg?

12 ATTORNEY SM TH: May | just say that we
13 agree with that and with the position taken by the Public
14 Counsel. | think it’s appropriate way to handl e each of
15 t hese which is that anyone who w shes to partici pate under
16 t he appropriate circunstances should have their opportunity
17 to do that but we think that they should identify who they
18 are and what their interests are. And we have at | east
19 haven't received -- | don’t have that information yet so we
20 woul d think that’s a sensible approach any tine this cones
21 up, which is that they will identify for us who they are
22 and what their interests are. W would then like to offer

21 COWM TTEE Aye.

22 MR. CHAI RVAN: Motion s approved. And

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perhaps that e-nmmil, we could have it copied and
1 distributed. Is it very |ong?
2 ATTORNEY | ACOPI NO. | believe the secretary
3 has it. In fact, it’s in your packet with your agenda.
4 MR CHAI RVAN: Next is Public Service
5 Conmpany of New Hanpshire. You may recall at our |ast
6 nmeeting they filed for general appearance for the New ngton
7 project and they have since filed for a general appearance
8 for the Londonderry project as well. Any comments from
9 PSNH?
10 MR ALLWARDEN: M. Chai r man, Chris
11 Al lwarden from Public Service. | have to sane application
12 that | had in Newi ngton proceeding. As | said two weeks
13 ago | think we have an interesting vote proceedi ngs based
14 on the proposed interconnection to the PSNH transm ssion
15 system | have had a discussion with Geg Smth this
16 af t ernoon about what ot her possible issues Public Service
17 would be interested in raising or addressing in this
18 pr oceedi ng. | explained to Geg that Public Service
19 Conpany still, at least at this state, continues to own and
20 operate a generation of local franchise electric utility.
21 And to the extent there are other issues related to that if
22 any, | would certainly like to be in a position to raise
23
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those to the Committee.

| don’t, Greg correct me if | msinterpret what we
agreed to, | think based on that G eg has indicated that, |
won’'t speak for him but he had no objection to our
appearance as long as | have the ability based on general
appearance to raise other specific issues by specific
request of the Cormittee. That would be fine with Public
Servi ce.

ATTORNEY SM TH: That’ s essentially
correct. | think the request refers to PSNH s interest in
i nterconnection and we readily recogni ze that. Secondly,
that this generation facility proposed wthin PSNH s
service area, we had a conversation about what exactly that
meant and PSNH is reflecting that. That is that they
understand that as an integrated utility with generation
facilities, that happens to be this service area, they have
certain interests. So identifying it in that way we would
tell you we have no objection to their appearance.

ATTORNEY | ACOPI NO. M. Chairnman, | think if
Public Service has a general appearance, then | think they
shoul d be conmpelled to at least set forth all of the issues
that they intend to raise, at least by the tinme that the

interveners and public counsel are to submt their
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testimony and exhibits. To go beyond that | think we’'re
1 pl aci ng the burden on the Commttee of having to deal with
2 new matters, maybe. | don’'t know what they have at issue
3 but I think the appropriate time for themto at |east join
4 any issue that they want to join would be at the tinme that
5 public counsel and the interveners have to submit their
6 testinmony. And that would give them the benefit of the
7 di scovery peri od.
8 MR ALLWARDEN: | would think if we're
9 granted a general appearance as a party to the proceeding
10 to the extent that we want to submt testinmny we' d be gl ad
11 to submt it along with all the other interveners. At that
12 point and tinme we' |l be making our positions on any issues
13 known to the Comm ttee. So that’s no problem with that
14 suggesti on.

17 MR ALLWARDEN: What those issues are

21 | SO system inpact study | don’t know the status of that.

6 MR CHAI RVAN: Second? Second over

10 Next is request by Londonderry Nei ghborhood Coalition for
11 limted appearance. s there sonmeone who would like to
12 speak on behal f of the organization?
13
14 V5.  GABBI DON: Cood afternoon, ny nane
15 is Collette Gabbidon. | represent the Londonderry
16 Nei ghbor hood Coalition. W are a group of residents
17 representing all areas of Londonderry. W were forned
18 three nonths ago to object the AES proposal on the site in
19 Londonderry. At the beginning of August we fornmed a
20 decision that we did not think that this was appropriate
21 site. In forming that decision we’'ve nmet wth the
22 Conservation Law Foundation, AES, the Town council and
23
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we’'ve also nmet wth nmenbers of the Planning Board.

1 Currently we al so submitted, there’ s another group within
2 the town of Londonderry, actually it’s a conpany, Gordon’s
3 Top of the Tree Apple Pie, which is in the vicinity of the
4 i ndustrial park, that is also comng out in our position to
5 the site that AES has chosen. One of the reasons that we
6 fornmed, | initially was working with a coll aborative, wth
7 AES and the Conservation Law Foundation, was that, it cane
8 to our attention that there were neetings held in our
9 community that were by invitation only. None of the
10 abutters to the power plant got invitations to those
11 nmeetings. W found out about those neetings because one of
12 our nei ghbors happened to know soneone on one of the
13 conmttees up in Londonderry and she in turned notified all
14 of us about the power plant. Prior to that we had received
15 no notification of any neetings within the town of
16 Londonderry. At the same tine there were neetings goi ng on
17 for Conservation Law Foundation and AES, those too were
18 supposed to be open neetings, open to all residents. They
19 were invitation only neetings. | was one of the people who
20 received an invitation and | in turn let my entire
21 nei ghbor hood know about it. When we spoke to the Town
22 Council regarding our feelings on application we were
23
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infornmed by themthat they hadn’t read the application yet.

1 Wen we inforned the Town Council that there were
2 deadlines that they had to neet they told us that they
3 weren’t going to discuss it until md-Novenber. That is
4 why we formed a coalition because there seened to be a
5 general lack of information in the town of Londonderry
6 itself.

7 The other thing that deeply concerned us was when we
8 went door to door and we do have about a couple hundred
9 people now, it’'s steadily grow ng, have invested their
10 entire summer tal king to people. Going door to door, there
11 are two groups of people, those who didn’'t know about the
12 power plant and those who had been approached by a rea
13 estate conpany to sell their home for the interconnecting
14 corridor site. There were people who were offered noney
15 for their homes next to people who didn't know about the
16 power plant. That deeply concerned us also. So at this
17 point we are not in support of the AES proposal in the town
18 of Londonderry.

19 MR SCOSSE: There’s another issue
20 |"d like to bring up that | have been inforned about. Wen
21 we originally voted as a community on devel opi ng the Eco-
22 park, it’s mnmy understanding that Peter, you would go out
23
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and bring business in, they cone to the comunity and they

1 were going to vote on the type of industry that you brought
2 into the Eco-park. W voted to spent what, $240,000 or
3 t hereabouts to get this thing off the ground. Frankly the
4 peopl e in Londonderry have been in the dark on this whole
5 issue. |’ve attended neeting with AES, |’ve gone to the
6 council neetings. One of the things we did, we did
7 approach the Town Council and asked them “Can we bring our
8 concerns forward to the Town Council?” They told us no.
9 And they’'re our elected officials. So there are a |ot of
10 i ssues right now that have to be taken into consideration
11 about your consideration of the proposal. And one of the
12 things | don’t think has been addressed at all is that they
13 haven’t notified and educated the conmmunity as to what this
14 all entails pro or con. W haven't really gotten an
15 opportunity to organize although we are nore than 200
16 strong. | represent Brook Park Estates, a conmunity that
17 consists of 95 hones. W had a neeting last night and
18 we’'re going out with a petition asking questions, are the
19 menbers of the community for or against the power plant?
20 And based on that | wll represent the conmunity as a
21 whole. W need nore tine to be able to get all the facts,
22 get the straight answers from our councilnmen and AES so
23
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that we can address all of the concerns that need to be

1 addressed and the inpact that it’s going to have on our
2 community. My nane is John Sosse.

3 MR CHAI RVAN: For the record, we did
4 receive a nunber of l|etters about the plant. Sonme 124
5 i ndividuals submtted | etters expressing concerns about the
6 pl ant and there al so was petitions which were submtted as
7 wel | . Any nunbers of the Conmmttee who would like to
8 review individual letters or read the nanes on the
9 petitions if you don’t have them please see Cedric or Ike
10 or Helen in ny office.

11 Was there anyone else from the Coalition who woul d
12 like to say anything? Please bear in m nd the discussion
13 right now is the granting of limted appearance. That’s
14 the only decision we’'re naking. W’ re not making
15 di scussion on the plant today.

16 MR LOVEN: Bob, the town would |ike
17 to support the Londonderry Coalition's request for limted
18 appear ance.

19 MR. CHAI RVAN: The town supports the
20 limted appearance. Thank you. Any other coments from
21 t he applicant?

22 ATTORNEY SM TH: The applicant does not
23
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object to the request by the Londonderry Neighborhood

1 Coalition to be granted a limted appearance. | also would
2 like to reflect for the record that we filed today a
3 response to the August 10 letter that | believe cane from
4 the Coalition. | have sone extra copies for people who are
5 here if they'd like to have copies today rather than wait
6 to get themthrough the mail.

7 MR.  SOSSE: Thi s process I
8 understand that you are going to consider the application
9 to start, in other words start the process of review ng
10 their application. |Is that correct?

11 MR. CHAI RVAN: If we vote to accept it
12 after we discuss the intervener request.

13 MR.  SOSSE: Inform ng the citizens
14 within the community that are going to be effected by this,
15 doesn’t that have to be done as far as an inpact study, et
16 cetera, et cetera and be incorporated in the application
17 before that can be consi dered?

18 MR. CHAI RVAN: An application has been
19 submitted in response to state requirenents and there will
20 be, as | said earlier, a public informational hearing held
21 in the community and then there will be proceedings in
22 which there will be presentations and questions and cross
23
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exam nation of wtnesses and so on, presentation of

1 material and to the Conmttee. So there’s a very |engthy
2 process leading up to the eventual approval or disapproval
3 of the application. Yes, sir?

4 MR HAJJAR M/ nane is Ken Hajjar, |
5 apol ogize. | believe ny nane was called, | got stuck in
6 traffic as we all know driving through the turnpike. | was
7 on the list to be speaking here so if you don't mnd I'd
8 just like to say a couple of words.

9 MR CHAI RVAN: In a mnute. \Wen we
10 finish wwth this agenda item then we'll be --

11 MR  HAJJAR Thank you.

12 MR.  CHAI RVAN: Any other itens relative
13 to granting of I|limted appearance by Londonderry
14 Nei ghbor hood Coal ition? Seconded. Any further discussion?
15 Al those in favor say aye.

16 COW TTEE: Aye.

17 MR. CHAI RVAN: Motion is approved.
18 Yes.

19 MR HAJJAR My nanme is Ken Hajjar.
20 It’s spelled HA-J-J-A-R | cone here as a private citizen
21 but | represent a group called the Londonderry Community
22 Net wor K. |’m also chairman of the Londonderry Budget
23
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Commttee. |I'mnot here to speak in favor or oppose, all
1 woul d ask is that this process be continued. | request the
2 right to be a intervener on behave of keeping the process
3 goi ng. | believe this process, or this plant is very
4 inmportant to the town of Londonderry as well as to the
5 surroundi ng comunity. | absolutely believe that the
6 peopl e in the nei ghborhood of the plant have the right and
7 frankly the responsibility to have their case represented,
8 the interest represented. But I wll tell you that ny
9 conversations with the general public in Londonderry and
10 |”ve been in public office in Londonderry for eight or nine
11 years now, | can tell you that there’'s w despread support
12 for this plant if, and this is a very inportant condition,
13 if the plant neets all the regulatory requirenents and
14 poses no health risks to the people of Londonderry. | f
15 those requests, or those requirenments are nmet, | believe
16 you will find that there is overwhel m ng support in the
17 town of Londonderry for this plant. Now what | amgoing to
18 do is respectfully ask that the process be continued and
19 not be held up and that we go through the entire process.
20 And then obviously if your requirenments and standards are
21 met, | would hope that the process would continue after
22 that as well .
23
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MR. CHAI RVAN: Thank you. Earli er,
1 before you arrived the Committee voted to defer the
2 decision on the |imted appearance for your organization.
3 And | would ask that you speak with M. lacopi no over here
4 who is counsel to the Conmttee when this neeting ends and
5 he can discuss that with you in terns of the next steps.
6 MR.  HAJJAR Thank you.
7 MR CHAlI RVAN: The di scussi on on
8 conpl eteness is the next itemon the agenda. Any comments
9 by interveners on conpl eteness of this application?
10 V5.  GABBI DON: In respect to the
11 conpl eteness of the application we just want to make sure
12 that as John said, that the community intact is considered.
13 In terns of the interconnecting corridor where the power
14 lines are going to go, because if they're looking to
15 pur chase honmes or abutting hones that are going to stand,
16 that’s a serious concern for us.
17 MR. CHAI RVAN: Thank you. Anyt hi ng
18 el se?
19 MR.  GALLANT: Chairman Varney and
20 menbers of the conmittee, it’s ny understanding that the
21 wat er source that would be used in the plant will be com ng
22 fromthe Manchester water treatnent facility. | have sone
23
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concerns regarding if there were heavy rains, at this point

1 the capacity of that facility gets overflowi ng and at that
2 point it dunps into the river. |If there’'s a water source
3 comng from the plant to this facility, wll this
4 exacerbate that problen? \Wen we're tal king about the
5 Merrimack river in the sunmer times when we using get these
6 heavy rains we have |ow water levels. W finally have the
7 sal non running up, we have a |ot things that are happening
8 positively in the Merrimck River that nmay be adversely
9 affected due to unforseen circunstances.

10 And in addition to that our concern primarily is
11 health as well as safety. The Manchester Airport in
12 proximty to the plant and the growh of the Mnchester
13 Airport is a serious concern because they are going to
14 expandi ng expeditiously and we’'re concerned about that.
15 Thank you.

16 MR. CHAI RVAN: Wiy don’t we now have a
17 presentation by the applicants on their project. And then
18 we can pick up on the conpl et eness i ssue.

19 MR HASE: My nane Steve Hase, |
20 direct the AES project here in Londonderry. [|’mjoined by
21 Bob Shatton (ph) who oversees our environnental regulatory
22 matters. Perhaps sonmeone could check the plug to see if it
23
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has been di sengaged, it worked just a mnute ago. |'malso
1 joined by Joe Cleary, who's standing in the corner, is
2 involved with the engineering design of the facility.
3 EarthTech is with us, Environnmental (inaudible) and design,
4 Ceorge Lipka (ph) and (inaudible) who were very much
5 involved with the application itself or the binder you see
6 on the table in front of Mke. You ve already net Geg
7 Smith who's representing us formally. 1'd like to survey
8 for you, and by the way, copies of these transparencies
9 will be provided for you shortly. They should be here any
10 time. We'll nmeake sure that the comm ttee nenbers have a
11 copy.
12 And just to underscore again, Geg Smth has submtted
13 for the record AES s response to the Londonderry
14 Nei ghbor hood Coalition letter of August 10th. W appl aud
15 and are very supportive of this public process which allows
16 a full examnation of all issues. |If an assertion is nade,
17 a question is raised, we appreciate the orderliness and the
18 rationale of a forum like this for reviewing them so
19 gladly submt all your responses to questions raised in the
20 comunity.
21 |’ m going to survey for you who the conpany is; the
22 public process that we're conmmtted to; why we chose
23
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Londonderry. |'mgoing to show you pictures of the area,
1 our abutters in the community we’'re near, the airport we're
2 near. |I’'m going to show you little bit about the power
3 plant itself. | thought that Norm did an excellent job
4 descri bing the conbined cycle process so I'Il skimthrough
5 that. I don't want to be too redundant there. |I’mgoing to
6 go through inpacts, air quality w se, noise, visibility,
7 and pl ease do ask questions throughout the process if you
8 woul d pl ease.
9 Wo is AES? W are a |eading gl obal power conpany.
10 We generate or sell electricity all around the world. For
11 exanpl e we’re doing business in 17 countries, we have 106
12 plants as of today. W' re actually nore than 32,000
13 megawatts of power. We have an interest in very healthy
14 financials as far as net inconme and market capitalization.
15 To give you an idea of where we are in North America
16 basically in the United States you'll find we have a pl ant
17 in Montville, Connecticut, four plants out in California,
18 we have a plant in Shady Point, Gklahoma, a plant near
19 Houst on, Texas, one near Pennsyl vania, we have a place near
20 Ki ngston, Ontario, your North Anerica. And then you |l see
21 t hroughout Central America, South Anerica, East Asia,
22 Australia, Europe, there’s our presence. Qur missionis to
23
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help serve the world s need for electricity. W are
1 actually the | eadi ng gl obal power conpany when it cones to
2 overal |l negawatts. O people we serve, over 50 mllion
3 peopl e are benefiting fromour electricity.
4 The guiding principles are sonmething | don’'t want to
5 gi ve you a Sunday school lecture, actually 1'd like to see
6 if the end of the process, if you would agree that this is
7 the way we operate: acting fairly toward all stakehol ders;
8 bal ancing all interests of stakeholders; acting integrity
9 what we say is what we do, and vise versa. That we want to
10 be socially responsible in order to bring benefits
11 environnmental ly and people wise to the conmunities that
12 we're in and find that when peopl e enjoy and do good job of
13 what they do and bring, make a difference, a positive
14 difference that actually can be fun. Hope you can judge us
15 at the end of the day that this is what we aspire to. This
16 is what we would like you to hold us accountable to.
17 AES has been very public fromthe very early process
18 of this. W’ve actually initiated very frequent regular
19 public neetings. Il go through the specific shortly.
20 Specifically with the | eadership of the Conservation Law
21 Foundati on, a venerable environnental group. W’ve tried
22 to organi ze what we call a collaborative process inviting
23
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people around the round table to discuss the issues.

1 Envi ronnent al i st s, nei ghbor hood i nterests, busi ness
2 interest, public leaders, to work through solutions.
3 You' Il hear nore about that. We established a |ocal
4 office, and I"'mglad to know, by the way, that our | ocal
5 t el ephone nunber now worKks. W’ ve had a little trouble
6 with Bell Atlantic getting service established. For those
7 who have been frustrated calling us, | apologize. That
8 | ocal nunber 432-9114 now works. W’ ve gone visiting door
9 to door in the neighborhood, just to see what issues are
10 there and how we can -- we also remain commtted to
11 continue to nmeet with nei ghborhood associ ations either as,
12 whether it is Yellowstone or Wodside Drive, or any
13 particular group would like us to sit dowmn with them we're
14 willing to do that in addition to neeting as a
15 col | aborati ve process.

16 Just a quick view, our first real public neeting was
17 back on May 18th, where 30 people, stakehol der interest,
18 residential, environnmental canme to the Leach Library. That
19 same night we briefed the Town Council. | believe there
20 was notice of that neeting at Town Council in the paper,
21 certainly as well as the Planning Board neeting on June
22 17t h. You'll notice that the collaboratives have net
23
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basically the first Tuesday of every nonth and they wl|

1 continue all the way through the end of the year and
2 beyond. Again, this is an informal process that we are
3 inviting, as a matter of fact we've invited five people
4 from the Londonderry Nei ghborhood Coalition to join us
5 around the round table, to discuss the issues that are very
6 legitimate. Visibility, traffic, noise, property val ues,
7 air quality, all those, transmssion lines, all those very
8 i mportant issues, we've invited to sit around the table to
9 wor k out reasonabl e solutions. There have been basically
10 si x or seven neetings before now W sent out 300 letters
11 to people nearby, based upon who is on the tax rolls.
12 That’ s been the only way we knew who really lived next to
13 us, inviting themto a neeting on June 24th. | think about
14 100 people were there to first |earn about the plant
15 Again this was, as you probably realized was before we
16 actually submtted the application to you in July. Again
17 AES is committed to informal communication, as well as this
18 publ i c process.

19 O her ways we wanted to inform the public, we think
20 were better understood. It’s easy to m sunderstand what we
21 are about just by hearing about it or reading about it.
22 It’s better, it’'s easier to understand it if the personis
23
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able to see a plant for thenselves, in person. So if for

1 exanple we’ve invited what is it, 16 people, 17 now, to a
2 trip, actually it’s this Friday, to the nearest conbined
3 cycle gas plant that AES has, in Kingston, Ontario. I
4 m ght add, when it’s appropriate if there is an interest by
5 menbers of this conmttee to see any of our facilities, we
6 woul d be happy to facilitate that as your schedules permt.
7 In Connecticut there will be, actually Septenber 12th now,
8 it’s the first Saturday after Labor Day there will be an
9 organi zed bus trip so that anyone can join us. Please cal
10 our local office, we also have advertisenents in the paper
11 to have people know how to sign up for that. To visit a
12 plant there. |It’s a coal plant, very different fromthis
13 one, different kind of comunity, but | think it
14 illustrates how responsi ble AES has been in taking very
15 good care of its neighbors. The nei ghbors are actually
16 much closer to that facility than what would be the case
17 her e. Medway, in London, England seens like a far away
18 pl ace away. W suggested it because people continue to
19 ask: show us sonmething that’s the sane size, or about the
20 sane size. And this one 660 nmegawatts, versus the 700,
21 approximately the sanme size, approximtely the sane type
22 of technol ogy, conbined cycle gas. That will be schedul ed
23
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sonetinme in COctober. There will be other trips you' re
1 invited as well.
2 Again we want to facilitate regul ators and nei ghbors
3 and others interested in comng to see our plants.
4 I ndi vidual citizens have called us up, said that they're
5 going to be in southern California, can we go see your
6 plants there? W’ve tried to open the door for that, so
7 that is taking place as well. W’ re conmitted to the
8 public process. Let ne give you a feel for where we are
9 physically. | don’t know if you can sharpen that focus at
10 all but here’s the airport, in Manchester. This is Harvey
11 Road. If you were to cone this way a good mle and a hal f,
12 you'd be at the Merrimack River. |If you go that way a good
13 four mles you'd be at |[1-93. The yellow marks the
14 footprint of the area that we will inpact on the site. |If
15 you can see a red faint line actually marks the outer
16 boundary of the property that we have under option. This
17 is Stoneyfield, the good yoghurt people in frozen folks.
18 The Felton Brush is here, Frito-Lay is there. This is kind
19 of an industrial/comercial comunity that we’'re trying to
20 be a part of. The Eco-park that you heard of before is
21 down here. And the town can speak for itself, its
22 interested in other, having the rest of this industria
23
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| and, industrial zone through here hopefully being part of

1 t hat Eco-park soneday. But | really want to highlight
2 pretty nmuch everything north of this line is industrially
3 zoned and been so for 20 plus years. And obviously there's
4 residentially comunities, very inportant residential
5 conmuni ties south of this area.

6 To give a sense for distance, this is another aerial
7 shot of the sane footprint. The closest vantage point of
8 the road, Litchfield Road, is .22 mles away. And the
9 cl osest neighbor is basically approxinmately that sane
10 di stance. There a residential community here, a half mle
11 away as well as here. This is very dense forests. | mght
12 add that in the early days of trying to, March, April, that
13 we were actually trying to exam ne whether this site was
14 feasible for us, we were |ooking at putting the facility
15 down here in this dense forested area mainly because we
16 didn’t have access to this property at that tine. Upon
17 doing a lot of wetland, forest and wetland investigati on,
18 we have noticed that there is a highly valued wetland
19 t hrough here. W’re also obviously cognizant that it was
20 closer to the community. We, certain town officials were
21 involved with at | east seeing, knowi ng those were the early
22 pl ans we were, we persuaded ourselves it was best to nove
23
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closer to where the di sturbed area was, where the old sand

1 and gravel burrow pit is, preserving these forested
2 wet |l ands nestled in with the existing industry.

3

4 Just anot her view, sone people, you m ght hear about
5 Manchest er bei ng nearby perhaps. The town line is roughly
6 1.14 mles fromour nearest structure. This is Manchester,
7 a portion of Manchester. These are two, the two alternate
8 power line routes, both of which are feasible. The
9 westerly route, | know I changed orientations on you just a
10 bit so let ne get you back. Here's Stoneyfield, here's
11 Harvey Road, the river down here now, airport up here going
12 west fromthe site through industrial |land with the purpose
13 of interconnecting with the existing PSNH R-187 and then a
14 second route is to the south heading this way. By design
15 we are preserving a very anple, substantial buffer area
16 here as well as here, and here, these are hones that
17 actually, that are -- if the power line is here these hones
18 will not be built. This is a planned subdivision that has
19 actual | y been suspended as we have our option control over
20 the site. But please note that we, every point we have
21 where we are sonmehow proxinmate with a residential nei ghbor
22 we're at a point where we can have significant buffer
23
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bet ween us and an abutter. Actually, the planners actually

1 have no direct abutter. No direct residential abutters to
2 our power lines. The reason | say that is we manage to
3 have at |east 100 feet in this case, several hundred feet
4 here, and nore than several hundred feet here of |and
5 commtted, pledged and dedicated to pernanent, perpetua
6 conservation. Permanent conservation. That woul d be the
7 abutter to any residential neighbors, not our power |ines.
8 W’ re also trying to design this, and there are ways of
9 doing this to mnimze if not conpletely elimnate al
10 visibility of the power |ine fromthose nearby residents.
11 W | ook forward to the opportunities, the design unfolds on
12 us to be able to prove that. But we’ve taken special care
13 in order to get fromthe Eco-park where we’ ve been invited
14 to the PSNH corridor where we are trying to reach to avoid
15 people and to mnimze visibility inmpacts and any other
16 associ at ed i npacts.

17 AUDI ENCE: Can you point out the
18 roads?

19 MR HASE: Yes, ma’am For exanpl e
20 this is Litchfield Road here.

21 VR, CANNATA: Perhaps, M. Hase if you
22 orientated your slide geographically correct it may help.
23
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You know with north pointing upwards.

1 MR. HASE: If | just turn it
2 around, turn it upside down. So north is up, you like
3 north to be up, that’s a western hem sphere vi ewpoi nt and
4 that’ s okay. (Laught er) Harvey Road, Litchfield Road,
5 Whodsi de Drive, Sandy Brook Lane, Yell owstone.

6 AUDI ENCE: Where’ s Kinbal |l Road?
7 MR HASE: Kinball I think is back
8 here, Kinball is down here. Kinball is off the aerial
9 photo. Not on purpose by the way, this is not going to be
10 one sinple aerial photo. W have other aerial photos that
11 can pick it up. Kinball, | think Kinball is down here.
12 And again Burton Drive, so for exanple when you cone to see
13 the sites on Septenber 24, which | think maybe is on the
14 list, you'll be at the end of Burton Drive comng right off
15 of Harvey Road. And for those that are interested in
16 com ng Septenber 1, to our collaborative neeting, where
17 we're going to do is visibility and sound denonstrations on
18 site. Again we’'ll have a tent out there at 7:00 p.m on
19 Sept enber 1st, that’s next Tuesday and there will be, we're
20 going to float balloons to the full height of the
21 structures so people can see fromtheir honmes, or actually
22 won’'t see from their homes as nobst people are going to
23
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find. You won't see the facility. But at least they |l be
able to cone out to the site to see the heights of the
structures, we’'ll do a sound denonstration out there as
wel | .

kay, let’s keep noving. Just another picture this
is, the gray is the industrial zone, it’s been that way for
decades. And again we’' ve chosen to | ocate here next to the
existing comercial/industrial activity. Roughly a

t housand acres in industrial area that's intended for and

wi |l be devel oped by sonebody. This is an overall view,
we'll come back to each of these, |'’m sure at the point
when we get into gas, pipeline and transm ssion |ine

guestions, but just to give you an overall view, again
north this way, the airport doesn’t show up real well here,
but the airport is right in here. Here’s the town |ine
between, here’'s that little sliver of Manchester com ng
down. Londonderry is everything on this side.
Unfortunately the road network is not real well noted but
Harvey Road is essentially here. The facility, you Il hear
about the natural gas line. Direct interconnect fromthe
(i naudi ble) natural gas line is this dotted line and we
have an approximately two mle line comng into the site

followi ng an inactive railroad spur at this point and then
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ei ther an abandoned trolley route or inactive railroad spur

1 until it gets to the left side of Harvey Road and on the
2 i ndustrial property on into the plant. That’s the natural
3 gas lateral. The electric interconnection, again these
4 were the westerly route you just saw on the aerial and the
5 southerly route on the aerial. That is the PSNH system
6 we'll see that we are trying to nove to the New Engl and
7 Power System as well. And I’'Il address this one on
8 el ectric interconnection but please note that we are trying
9 to gowth two different electric systens. PSNH s which is
10 obviously owned by Northeast Uilities and New Engl and
11 Power . This actually helps us wth stability and
12 reliability. W’Ill get into specifics of that as tine is
13 avai | abl e.

14 Finally, | want to nention the water line from
15 Manchester, water treatnent facility. W’d be essentially
16 com ng down public right of way all the way until we get
17 out of Manchester into Londonderry and then again public
18 right a way on a road through here.

19 AUDI ENCE: What road is that?

20 MR. HASE: This is Pettingill Road.
21 Right through here and then through the industrial
22 property down to the site.

23
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M5. WAYLAND: What are the health
1 i ssues in boxing in Yellowstone, all sides of Yell owstone
2 with the power |ines?
3 MR HASE: Vel |, it shoul d be clear
4 these are two alternative routes. W would not build both
5 of these. 1'mglad you nentioned that. So we wouldn’t be
6 boxing in necessarily. |If we go the southerly route, this
7 will not be built, if we go the westerly route, this wll
8 not be built. And the health issues will be examned fully
9 in this process.
10
11 W’ ve tal ked about where a lot, but what really are
12 we? W believe we're going to be one of the cl eanest, nost
13 econonmi cal power facilities in the entire world and we
14 think that it’s going to aid the Eco-park and it’s going to
15 be a great benefit to the citizens of New Hanpshire because
16 of that. W are 720 negawatts natural gas fired
17 principally. W’'re co-generation facility, a little
18 different from sone other proposals in the sense that we
19 didn’t have sone of the extra steamthat cones out of our
20 process available for comercial use in the Eco-park.
21 You'll see howthere' s synergy fromthat. The nei ghboring
22 i ndustries have, we're undergoing a dialogue with them
23
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about the use of that steam how it would help them Co-

1 generation in the sense of two products, electricity and
2 steam from the sanme fuel source. W intend to apply
3 whol esal e power locally and regionally. | say locally in
4 the sense that by tying in to PSNH s 115 KV system t hat
5 goes into Scoby Pond that is designed for |oca
6 distribution as far as the electric flows at that voltage,
7 and regionally in the sense that the 230 KV system at | east
8 will serve nore the regional as far as physically.
9 Contractually, and this is the sanme for anyone proposing
10 any facility in New England, contractually it’s true that
11 anyone else in New England can purchase power from this
12 facility. W intend and as we've been talking wth
13 aggr egat or s, and there’s been interest by | ocal
14 aggregators. Once there are nore definitive terns of those
15 di scussions we can make them public. W intend to make
16 this power available to all citizens of Londonderry, in
17 fact all citizens in New Hanpshire through a specific
18 marketing arm so that the citizens have a choice to
19 pur chase sone of this | ow cost power.

20 Combi ned cycle and that is the gas turbine and the
21 steamturbine. Normdid an excellent job describing that.
22 It effectively gives us close to 60 percent efficiency
23
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conpared to traditional plants which mght 30 to 40 percent

1 efficient. Better use of natural gas, |ower inpact on the
2 envi ronment .

3 Wiy Londonderry? The Ecological Industrial Park
4 attracted us to this area because the synergy of having our
5 of f products of steamand other thernmal energy available to
6 t he nei ghboring industries. The recycling of nunicipa
7 effluent, the reuse of that water that would have gone to
8 the Merrinmack River. That availability of an abundant
9 source, 20 mllion gallons a day roughly, we' d be taking
10 roughly 4 mllion gallons a day of it. The ability to use
11 that as our cooling water and really have no inpact on the
12 Merrimack River and we can prove that as the tinme goes by
13 even on the CSO issue in Manchester. Actually it has a
14 kind of a neutral effect on the CSO issue but we’'ll get
15 into that as tinme permts. The proximty to natural gas,
16 t he (i naudi bl e)pipeline comng in and then the electrical
17 i nterconnections with the two abilities to interconnect
18 bot h systens.

19 At |east one artist’s rendering of what this would
20 | ook Iike, I hope that there was another one with a little
21 better color than that, but you ve essentially got your
22 boiler building, 95 feet in front design, gas turbine
23
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building, in the 60's, steam turbine generator building,

1 here’s your cooling towers, distillate fuel support, water
2 clarifier. | mght just nmention just on the question of
3 water, if there is, we’'ll have water storage on site so if
4 there is an upset in any way, in the systemin Manchester
5 t hrough sonme storm event, we will have water storage on
6 site during storm events so that we can obviously still
7 take, we can only take treated water that’s clean for our
8 use. So water storage on site will address any stormevents
9 that m ght upset the Manchester system

10 Two chi meys here at 132 feet. The airport would be
11 this way, the forested wetlands would be here and let’s
12 keep noving with how this fits in. This sanme footprint
13 effectively fits into where Stoneyfield is, Felton Brush,
14 Frito Lay, you can see all of our equipnment is enclosed.
15 In our opinion, it’s obviously in the eye of the behol der,
16 but in our opinion we're very nmuch suitable for the
17 character of this industrial property.

18 M5. VAYLAND: Now that’s a sumrer view
19 with trees, in the fall (inaudible) we have that about two
20 nmont hs (i naudi bl e).

21 MR. HASE: You can find that these
22 are a lot of coniferous trees that won't |ose their |eaves.
23
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There are sone deci duous, and by the way we’ve done |ine

1 of site studies, which I'lIl get to in a second that shows
2 even during the winter or early, late spring this will not
3 be vi si bl e.

4 M5. WAYLAND: So the balloons will be
5 flying in the winter?

6 MR. HASE: W can do that again
7 too. Sure, we can do that again.

8 V5.  GABBI DON: Steve, can | just ask a
9 guestion of you? Are you not going to have to devel op
10 access roads this late in the plans?

11 MR. HASE: Good question. The
12 access road isn’'t well drawn here yet. This was an arti st
13 rendering. One access road will be off of Burton comng in
14 this way. The main access, see here’'s our access road
15 going in here, actually will connect with an existing road
16 that, just to show you how well the trees work, these trees
17 hide the existing road back here. But yes, we wll have
18 access to North Wentworth, which comes over here and from
19 Burton. By the way, once that’s fully designed, we'll be
20 happy to add that to the m x.

21 MR, GALLANT: Steve, ny nane is Brian
22 Gallant. Wuld the towers that are heading away fromthe
23
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pl ant, what’'s the height that the towers woul d be?

1 MR. HASE: Qurrent design basis for
2 the single steel pole, do we have a picture of that? |
3 don’'t know if we have a picture of the single steel or not,
4 at least | don't think we do. Current design basis is
5 approxi mately 105 feet, a maxi num desi gn basi s under wor st
6 case conditions would be 125 feet. |  know the next
7 guestion is, can't you see that? It’s possible. W’re
8 doing a view shed analysis of those pole structures from
9 all points of residents and we’'re going to nake that
10 avail able to the public. And if it’s visible, we’re going
11 to look at the technical redesign that naybe has rather
12 than single poles, a different pole structure that brings
13 t he conductors horizontal rather vertical. [It’Il actually
14 reduce that visibility. That’s the intent.

15 MR.  SOSSE: Your cooling towers.
16 Litchfield Road is what, 1400 feet from the edge of your
17 cool ing towers?

18 MR. HASE: Roughl y.

19 MR SOSSE: So that’s where the
20 noi se conmes fromis the cooling towers?

21 MR HASE: One source of noise wll
22 be the fans on the top and then the water cascading into
23
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the basin at the bottom yes.

1 MR.  SOSSE: So that’s the edge,
2 that’s the direction towards Litchfield Road?

3 MR HASE: Yes, sir.

4 MR SCOSSE: Whi ch is?

5 MR HASE: Litchfield woul d be down
6 here. And we’ll get to the noise study in a second, John.
7 Let’s keep noving. I’1l just really touch on this
8 qui ckly. Basically conbined cycling you ve got your, first
9 of all, your fuel comng in, powering a conbustion turbine,
10 or in our case two conbustion turbines, sone electricity
11 com ng out fromthose two conbustion turbines, heat com ng
12 out of the back end of that conbustion turbine, boiling
13 water in these steam generator structures, and by the way
14 ours will be enclosed. | f you remenber these are naked
15 wi t hout the enclosure. | mght even add this is where the
16 source of lights are for a lot of facilities. Qurs will be
17 encl osed shielding those I|ights. Here’'s the chi meys
18 steamcomng out to drive a third turbine, a steam turbine,
19 here’s the conbined cycle, one gas turbine, two gas
20 turbines conbined with a steam turbine, that’s your
21 conbi ned cycle. And then the power obviously com ng out of
22 the steam turbine and then you need to have cooling system
23
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to cool your condenser at the back end of that turbine and

1 that’ s where principly 97 percent of all the water we need
2 on the whole project is for cooling and that’s what’'s
3 com ng fromthe (inaudible) we use.

4

5 |’m going to keep noving in the interest of tinme.
6 This is a picture of the same generation, sanme type of gas
7 turbine, a generator. Here’s a stairwell to give you a
8 sense of height, this is enclosed. The back end of that
9 has the heat pass going to the boiler area. This is a
10 steam turbine generator to give you a sense of that. W'l|
11 qui ckly skimthrough these in the interest of time. This
12 is an actual photograph of outdoor steam boilers, the
13 boiler structure again, our will be indoors, but just to
14 give you, if you wanted a sense of what a boiler | ooked
15 like, this what technical called a heat (inaudible) steam
16 generator, there are two of these with a chimmey. Qurs
17 will not look like that | mght stress. Here s the nearest
18 pl ant AES has currently in Connecticut to Londonderry and
19 this is the steamturbine generator that AES Thanes. And
20 then this is a typical of wet cooling structure under
21 operation with the fans on top and basin on the bottom
22 Let me quickly get into inpacts that have been raised
23
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and nows not the tinme to really get into a ful

1 exam nation of these. |’m sure they will unfold at the
2 next neeting. This was our visibility inmpact study. Again
3 the project site here, the airport up here, Litchfield Road
4 here, people in Yellowstone, people in Wodside, Harvey
5 Road, everything that is not red cannot see the structures
6 of the facility at all according to our understandi ng of
7 t he topography and of the tree heights both on site and of f
8 site. W’'re going to denonstrate this Septenber 1st with
9 bal | oons and we’re going do it nmany, many nore tines even
10 inwintertinme but it is our nodeling thanks to Earth Tech
11 that only the places in red, because it’'s really nore of a
12 function of height here, that will have a visual vantage
13 poi nt of the equipnent of the facility, specifically the
14 chi meys which are 132 up fromthe ground. As you can see
15 there’s a portion of South Yell owstone area here which wll
16 a vantage point and I'Il tell you what that |looks like in a
17 second. Slight portion here on Litchfield, but every other
18 conmmunity, where really nost everyone else is, | don't want
19 to dimnish the handful of people that |ive here, but
20 everyone else will not be able to see the facility. Here's
21 Harvey Road, we can show you that vantage point from up
22 there, this is Harvey Road next to the airport, to ny
23
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knowl edge there are no residences right here. This is a

1 hi ghway. This will go to one of those vantage points, this
2 was Harvey Road and Litchfield, you may be famliar wth
3 this intersection, this is before, no trees on the |eaves,
4 this was taken late May | think it was before | eaves on the
5 trees. This is before the plant, after the plant will be
6 built, no visibility. Basically the chimeys are so |ow
7 that they are not visible fromHarvey and Litchfield Road.
8 Qut of all the view sheds we thought we at |east ought to
9 show you one where it could be visible and this is what
10 t hat, remenber South Yellowstone, that little red area, and
11 | met this neighbor, very pleasant person, here’'s before
12 the plant, here’'s after the plant. They would see, this is
13 what they would see of the physical structure, is the
14 chi mmey. Now our chimey would not be dark like that but
15 we needed to nmake sure we had a nmarker of sonme kind so
16 sonmeone could get a feel for it.

17 M5.  VAYLAND: Now you’re not taking
18 i nto account plune.

19 MR HASE: That’ s accurate, |’ m not
20 taking into account the plume. W could do other nodeling
21 to show what that would | ook Iike. Okay, other inpacts.
22 Noi se seens to be, of course we hear about this issue. W
23
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wel cone every chance we can to get the facts out about this

1 one. These are, we took all the principal noise sources,
2 the cooling towers, the fans at the top of the cooling
3 towers which are | ow speed don’t sound unlike a fan that
4 soneone has in their owm window. But they are that kind of
5 fan and then there’'s the water cascading into a basin so
6 the rush of water sound. | have air intake sources here,
7 there are a couple of other sources of sounds but the one
8 that seens to have caught nost of the attention because of
9 the proximty of the cooling tower was the cooling tower.
10 45 DB would be the experienced sound level at this
11 | ocation. By the tine the effect reaches Litchfield Road
12 t he sound woul d have di m nished to 40 decibels and to 35
13 decibels. Wiat's really relevant is what does that sound
14 like in conparison to what's already there. And that’s
15 what these tables are all about which we'd be happy to
16 explain to sonmeone. But in effect we believe on a typical
17 sumer day |ike this, or sunmer evening, people outside of
18 this red circle will never hear the facility. W woul d
19 like to denonstrate that and that’s what Septenber 1 we are
20 going to try and we’ll do it again if people want to just
21 do it again specifically in their nei ghborhood.

22 What woul d they hear? For the people that are here,
23
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t hey woul d hear a one, two, three, four, five, in the case

1 of on summer days, a one to five decibel increase. Now
2 that doesn’'t nmean anything to anybody so we need to
3 denonstrate that, we need to hel p peopl e understand what
4 the actual sound is, which we will do on Septenber 1. Wat
5 happens if a fan increases in five decibels? Wat does
6 that nean to you? W are very nuch willing to denonstrate
7 t hat .

8 MR.  GABBI DON: Steve, | have a question
9 for you. There is a buffer between your proposed site and
10 Wodsi de Drive. | live at 7 Wodside Drive. " m
11 approximately .52 mles fromthe proposed site.

12 MR HASE: W re alittle farther
13 t han that but --

14 MR GABBI DON: From Wodside Drive.
15 Now this buffer has a corridor within the buffer, it’s not
16 as dense as you think it is. How wide is that road you
17 i ndi cated, that unpaved road within the buffer?

18 MR. HASE: You' re speaking of this
19 paved road?

20 MR GABBI DON: No, between the buffer
21 and Whodsi de Drive, between the proposed site --

22 MR. HASE: Ckay, here’s the buffer
23
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that we will maintain. You re speaking of a corridor, |I'm
1 not sure where your corridor is.
2 MR.  GABBI DON: You know that slide you
3 had up with the yell ow footprints?
4 MR, HASE: Yes.
5 MR GABBI DON: Coul d we see that real
6 quick and I’'l1 point out to you what |’ mtalking about.
7 MR. HASE: Ch, there’s a path up
8 there, is that the one you’ re thinking of?
9 MR GABBI DON: It’s a little bit nore
10 t han a path.
11 MR HASE: Yes. A 4x4 vehicle
12 could go onit. |Is this what you are thinking of?
13 MR.  GABBI DON: No, see where your site
14 is? Now conme straight across to Wodside Drive, right
15 across there. That dense brush has a road within it, a
16 paved road that 4x4's and notorcycles do travel on that.
17 Now that is a direct access to the airport. Now FedEx has
18 a jet that goes out about 5:30-6:00 every norning, | know
19 because it wakes ne up. That acts as a tunnel, noise
20 travels right up that path. Now if you re saying the
21 i mpact of the noise is only going to be added to what’s
22 there, what |I'’m saying it’'s going to increase the noise
23
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| evel that comes through that tunnel. | think you are
1 m ssing that piece. | f you haven’t seen that path, you
2 actually need to take a look at it.
3 MR. HASE: Wiy don’t we get out
4 there and | ook at that sonetinme, where that path is. |
5 don’t see it on the aerial, | don't doubt it’'s there. There
6 is apath I"'msure there, and we' Il --
7 MR.  GABBI DON: On any given Sunday
8 norni ng just come out and listen to the kids out there on
9 their notorcycles, I'"'mtelling you that that path acts as a
10 tunnel to transmt the noise directly through the
11 nei ghborhood. |1’mjust concerned with the plant added to
12 that plus the airport, | mean, where are we now? Has that
13 been nmeasured?
14 MR. HASE: It’s an excel | ent
15 guestion and to ne that question is best answered at a
16 col | aborative where it we will specifically get into the
17 neat of it and we do a denonstration, down that tunnel and
18 you see if you can still hear it. That would be ny
19 suggesti on.
20 MR.  GABBI DON: Once your application
21 was submitted is there a noise inpact study that was
22 submtted with this application?
23
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MR. HASE: Yes, sir.
1 MR.  GABBI DON: Then 1’ m al so concer ned
2 then if that piece was not taken into consideration, within
3 t hat i npact study.
4 MR. HASE: | mght have GCeorge
5 Li pka address this because there was a -- | know at earlier
6 times we were discussing whether we should include any
7 buffering effect fromtrees, versus if it was open space
8 completely. | don’t know how that actually cane out in the
9 application. Actually there is a way to actually project,
10 what you do, you start with a fan up here and you say, in
11 it’s source emts “X' decibels and then you can assunme no
12 trees just open space. That tunnel effect that you speak
13 of, you can assune sonething like that and then say what
14 does it nean when it reaches your nei ghborhood and down in
15 here? W can work with you on a specific like that. I
16 t hink what we can do is cone up with a worst case nunber,
17 assumng there were no trees what would it sound |ike and
18 we could also try sonmething in the field to denonstrate
19 t hat .
20 MR.  GABBI DON: | " mjust concerned that
21 by the time we find out what the worse case scenario is,
22 you' Il be through this commttee and then I'll have to buy
23
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ear muffs. | apologize, | don’'t nean to be adversarial but
1 | do believe you probably have to take down a fewtrees in
2 order to construct your plant where you re sitting now.
3 MR. HASE: Yes, in here.
4 MR.  GABBI DON: That’ s eating away at
5 the buffer that’s already in existence.
6 MR. HASE: Paul , what I’msaying is
7 we can figure this out assumng there is no trees, which
8 is, again, we can figure this out within the next couple of
9 months, while this process is going. [’'ll make that
10 commitnent to you. W can figure this out between now and
11 t hen.
12 MR.  GABBI DON: Let ne apol ogi ze to the
13 Commttee as well. |1’ve had several conversations with M.
14 Hase and |’ve found himto be a very responsible, a very
15 accomodating individual and | don't nean to appear
16 adversarial today, it’s just |I’mvery concerned about that
17 corridor. Thank you.
18 MR. HASE: [l try to nmove on in
19 the interest of time. W’Il just be really brief on the
20 environnental benefits. Because of the clean fuel, because
21 we approxi mate 60 percent efficiency conpared to 30 to 40
22 percent, because of the additional nitrogen oxide controls
23
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and the SCR that we are proposing, this plant wll

1 significantly outperformexisting plants in the fleet in
2 New England, and in New Hanpshire. Conservation Law
3 Foundation can articulate this far better than we can. But
4 they do see, as we do agree, that there is a net
5 i nprovenent in regional air quality when we run and we're
6 | oner cost, we displace kilowatt hours from another pl ant
7 that is that efficiency, with a higher em ssions and Bob’s
8 going to show you by what margin we do outperform on an
9 environnmental basis. Typical fleet in New Hanpshire which
10 i s somewhat proxy of what’s in New England as well, if you
11 were to average all the nitrogen oxide em ssions per
12 megawatt you' d be emtting this amount. Qur plant is 30
13 times less than that. Wy don’t we say you have to build
14 30 AES plants to equal one typical existing plant, whether
15 it’s 700 nmegawatts, whether it’s one negawatt, 30 of our
16 plants to one of the other plants to have the same anount
17 of nitrogen oxide em ssions. That’'s how nuch cl eaner we
18 are. \Wen we run on a every kilowatt of hours we’'ll be
19 di splacing a kilowatt hour of that, essentially is our
20 conj ecture.

21 V5. WAYLAND: | have a question to ask
22 to when you expect, or how often you would expect to be
23
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using your alternate fuel source and under what

1 ci rcumnst ances.

2 MR. HASE: In our permt we are
3 seeking a 30 day permt. W actually expected there could
4 be sonme years where it’s not used at all, there could be
5 sone years where all 30 days are used. They will not be
6 consecutive. W have to learn a |lot nore about the natural
7 gas nmarket and the tenperatures. The intent is this, it’'s
8 only when it’s an energency condition and even in our
9 mnds, it’s not necessarily an econom c factor, it’s when
10 physically we could not buy firmtransportation. Not even
11 that it was too expensive even, just that it was not
12 avai l able. W could not have firmtransportation for al
13 365 days a year, maybe we could only have 360 days a year
14 of firmtransportation and therefore when it’s an energency
15 condition, extrene cold spells where you want the natural
16 gas for residences and hospitals and other community
17 servi ces. W would not run on natural gas but for
18 liability reasons but at the sanme tine people need
19 electricity and they need it in those extrene conditions,
20 we wanted to be able to run distillate fuel. | mght add
21 all these em ssions included the worse case of our, if it
22 were distillate fuel rather than natural gas. That applies
23
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to NOX and it applies to SOX. |I'm sorry, pardon the

1 acronymnms, nitrogen oxi des and sul phur di oxi des.

2 V5. WAYLAND: So these figures assune
3 that you would be using the full 30 day alternate fuel.

4 MR. HASE: Ri ght . That’ s true.
5 CGeorge, you may want to just confirmthat. This assunes
6 that we are burning distillate fuel. The question is it
7 for all 30 days or is it really for short termaverage on a
8 megawatt hour basis?

9 MR CLEARY: That nunber was based on
10 the total potential times a year divided by the plant
11 nmegawat t s.

12 MR. HASE: Actual |y that assuned we
13 did burn 30 days a year of distillate fuel. Thank you for
14 clarifying that. That is not a 30 to one difference, this
15 is closer to 250 to 1 difference on the sul fur dioxides.
16 AES stands before you fully convinced we bring
17 envi ronnmental benefits to your state when we operate.

18 ATTORNEY RI CHARDON: You indicated earlier
19 that every negawatt of electricity that would be produced
20 by AES would end up in a nmegawatt that wasn’t being
21 produced in that 47.3 category. But aren’'t you assum ng
22 that deregulation isn’'t going to displace first, higher
23
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expensive sources |ike sonme of the smaller hydropl ants?

1 There is a question of if you displace Seabrook, you're
2 assumng that what’s going to get displaced is the dirtier,
3 when in fact what’s going to be displaced is the nore
4 expensive and unless there’s a correlation between the two,
5 you can’t meke that statenent.

6 MR HASE: Vel |, there are either
7 855 plants plus in New England and you’re going to find of
8 the nore expensive ones, many of themare like this and
9 you' Il find of the | ess expensive ones many are like this.
10 | don't have a crystal ball, there’s’s no way | can
11 guar ant ee whi ch ones are or which one aren’t.

12 ATTORNEY RI CHARDSON: But you said every
13 kil owatt hour.

14 MR HASE: | stand corrected. The
15 l'i kelihood, the probability is, every kilowatt hour of ours
16 that we generate here will displace this. W believe that
17 is likely and it takes a |linear program and the w sdom of
18 Sol onon to exactly determ ne which one it does and really
19 no one will know then but yes, we expect our Kkilowatt hours
20 -- now, do we expect 100 percent of our kilowatt hours all
21 the time? No, based on the theory you just said. But nost
22 of them nost of the tine, yes.

23
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MR, CANNATA: Let ne ask you the sane
1 guestion that | asked of the previous applicant. Are you
2 going to have to shut down to transfer to distillate oil?
3 MR. HASE: Excel | ent question and
4 |’mgoing to see if Joe Cleary --
5 MR CLEARY: The answer is no. You
6 can do it on line, full load transfer.
7 MR.  CANNATA: A full load, you don’'t
8 have to reduce | oad or anything? You just phase one up and
9 you phase one down?
10 MR. CLEARY: Wl |, you have a
11 separate set of equipnent, oil punps that raise the oil to
12 that pressure. You start those punps and have
13 recircul ation, nove back to the tank and get the oil to
14 pressure and then you can nmeke the transm ssion over.
15 M5. SIMEQUS (ph): M/ nane is Carol S neous
16 (ph) and I'm a resident of Londonderry and | recently
17 visited AES Huntington Beach facility. And | spoke with Ed
18 Black for quite a while. And | asked him that question
19 about displ acing the coal burning power plant and he said
20 that he would bet that it would be the nuclear NNG that
21 woul d di spl aced and not the coal burning fuel. He said the
22 coal burning plants are very econom cal conpared to the gas
23
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burning plants. And that once deregul ation occurs it wll

1 be nucl ear energy that can’t conpete.

2 MR HASE: |”m sure Ed said that
3 and that (inaudible) market is conpletely different from
4 this market. The cost basis --

5 M5. SIMEQUS (ph): No, he’ s from
6 Pennsyl vania and he’s famliar with the New Engl and mar ket
7 so that was his opinions. So | just thought 1’d raise
8 t hat .

9 MR. HASE: You mght then ask
10 anot her question. Wich you rather have a kilowatt hour of
11 nucl ear fuel involved or --

12 M5. Sl MEQUS: No, | just think it
13 m ght be m sleading to say that your plant is going to | ead
14 to | ower NOX em ssions.

15 MR. HASE: Actual |y it's not
16 msleading at all that we lead to | ow NOX em ssions. Maybe
17 what needs to be checked is, if it’s not 100 percent of the
18 time here, maybe it’s 80 percent of the tine here, soit’s
19 going to be down to here versus there. Maybe what | need
20 to do is add the nuclear chart, add how nuch nucl ear fuel |
21 woul d be displacing and nuclear waste |I’m displacing by
22 runni ng. There’s a lot of trade offs here. We submt
23
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we’'re cleaner and we’'re better than the typical fleet and

1 we think that’s good for the environnment. This could be,
2 we woul d be happy have an independent person do a full
3 study on fully dispatching. What woul d happen in the
4 di spat chi ng?

5 MR.  SOSSE: This placenent is taking
6 pl ace t hroughout New Engl and not necessarily here.

7 MR HASE: That’s correct.

8 MR CANNATA: Not to belabor the
9 subject but would it be a fair assessnent then that your
10 graph woul d be basically done if New Engl and was di spat ched
11 on an economc basis as it is today? On the nmargin it
12 woul d be fuel, oil, coal plants aren’t usually on the
13 mar gi n.

14 MR. HASE: If you say the variable
15 cost of fuel and oil, that’s right. Qur on the margin
16 hi gher than the variable cost of nuclear and actually
17 that’s an excellent point. |[If (inaudible) continues it’s
18 current cost of dispatching on an econom c basis, Mke's
19 maki ng his point far better than | really was. It is true,
20 Harry Lovrak (ph) is incorrect about New England. It is
21 true that we will be displacing the higher marginal cost
22 units of coal and oil which isn’'t what this represents.
23
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Again, I'’mnot here to represent that | know exactly who we
1 di splace. | just know that every kilowatt hour we were to
2 di spl ace, nost of which we expect are coal and oil, at
3 | east from Mke's point, if that were to happen, if we
4 di spl aced a kilowatt hour of nuclear fuel, nuclear inpacts,
5 maybe | need to have a graph of that. | hadn’t even
6 t hought of that benefit. There' s another good one.
7 MR.  SOSSE: You confused ne, you
8 just bought all the coal plants in New York that were
9 auctioned off by the State of New York and you' re talking
10 about putting coal plants out of business but you re in the
11 busi ness.
12 MR. HASE: |’ mgoing to be cl eaning
13 up sonme of those coal plants. And by the way, this is New
14 York we’ve acquired facilities in. W’ re not talking about
15 -- you don’t understand, this plant will conpete in New
16 Engl and, not in New York.
17
18 | " m asked by the chairman to nove on. 1’1l be really
19 brief now, economc benefits: largest taxpayer in
20 Londonderry. W’'re conmitted to |ocal contractors, water
21 revenue to Manchester creating |ocal |obs. This is
22 gratuitous, | don't know need to go through the tax part.
23
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Electricity benefits, inportant to note, we believe in
1 consuner choice, we favor conpetition obviously. Qur
2 custonmers will be the people that will be offering to sell
3 electricity to the citizens of New Hanpshire. W support
4 that process, we understand the energy policy in New
5 Hanpshire does call for |ower cost electricity. W think
6 we are specific exanples of answering that call. The two
7 different electric systens and we can get into why that is,
8 how we can increase flexibility and reliability. Maybe I
9 should just point this out, that we believe we can operate
10 in both of those electric systens w thout causing two very
11 significant | ocal constraints. That’s being studied nowin
12 the system inpact studies. Wat happens downstream once
13 we're at Scoby Pond, or once we're at Tewksbury, what
14 happens downstreamis that sane uncertainty conundrum t hat
15 Sout hern was expl aining. But we believe that, one of the
16 reasons we chose Londonderry was we believe we can be
17 i nterconnecting w thout reaching the sanme congestion as a
18 | ot of our conpetitors. The power will be locally consumed
19 by as we offer it through to local folks. Low cost energy
20 to Eco-park. W'l be the anchor tenant. W think this
21 Eco-park is a great nodel for sustainable devel opnent.
22 It’s a very responsible nodel. It’s all about
23
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transparency, it’s all about continuous inprovenment and

1 bei ng accountable to the whole community. That’s what we
2 are conmtted to.

3 |’m closing now to sumarize and then chairman |11
4 give the floor back to you. The project is still at very
5 prelimnary stage, voted for the first time on whether to
6 conpl et e. AES is just beginning the process which we
7 expect to take sone nine nonths. W believe we're an ideal
8 menber of the Eco-park and neet the Eco-park mssion. And
9 we are conpatible with the industrial character of that
10 1000 acres. W also think we can mnimze our inpacts
11 visibility wise, noise wise, lighting, all those issues,
12 the buffers for the power lines so that we can reduce
13 impacts to | ocal residences. W believe we nake a | ot of
14 econom ¢ and environnmental sense. W' |l continue the
15 informal public process. Let ne just close with that, M.
16 Chai r man.

17 MR.  CHAI RVAN: Thank you for that
18 presentation. Referring back to our agenda today, we need
19 to di scuss our acceptance of the application. Harry and
20 Ken woul d you like to comment in ternms of the environnental
21 permts?

22 MR.  COLBURN: Once agai n, M.
23
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Chairman, all of the elenments are in place for us to begin

1 consideration of the application. Al though | woul d perhaps
2 for the benefit of the public nenbers here, indicate that
3 adm ni strative conpl eteness just means that you have enough
4 to start discussing it. It doesn't indicate anything about
5 decisions that will be the outcone. You m ght draw an
6 analogy to wanting to play a card gane and it’s wise to
7 first check that you have all 52 cards before gathering
8 four people to do bridge or play whatever other gane. It’s
9 not even worth starting if all the cards aren’t there. And
10 all we are saying is that the cards are here, now we can
11 start di scussing what gane and how it should be played and
12 what the final outconme should be. That is the case with
13 AES s application, M. Chairman. They are admnistratively
14 conpl ete and we can proceed.

15 MR.  STEWART: Wth regard to the Water
16 Division el enents and Waste Managenent Division el enents,
17 the application is adm nistratively conpl ete.

18 MR.  CHAI RVAN: Any ot her agency
19 coments? M chael

20 MR CANNATA: In the interest of tine
21 | would repeat the comments as clarified that | nade to the
22 previ ous applicant. W recommend simliar treatnent.

23
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MR.  CHAlI RVAN: It’s got to be in the
1 formof a notion.
2 ATTORNEY RI CHARDSON: M. Chairman, 1'd like
3 to cooment on the notion. | believe that under RSA 162-H
4 there’s two conmponents to conpleteness. The first
5 conponent is in the 162-H 6-1 which involves agency
6 conpl eteness which is | understand what we are di scussing
7 here. The other concern that | have and | think I concur
8 wi th what was decided on the New ngton project, was that
9 we're really stuck with a transmssion line that’s going to
10 be built, we don't know where it’s going to be built
11 exactly. W’ re not sure as we were with the Portland
12 Natural Gas situation exactly where that’s going to fall on
13 | ocal property owners. There’s been a, | guess, sone
14 resolution, | haven't seen the copy of where the water |ine
15 is actually going to be located. | think that there's a
16 nunber of issues, including downstream expansion which
17 really relate to what does this conmttee have to do under
18 RSA 162-H 16 when it says, the project won't unduly
19 interfere with the orderly devel opnment of the region, won't
20 unreasonably inpact the environment. That we can’t answer
21 t oday, based on the information that is before us because
22 we don’t know exactly where the power lines are going to go
23
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and we don’t know exactly what the upgrades are going to

1 have to be to the proposed, to the transm ssion |ines.
2 That being said | think that the appropriate resolution is
3 to proceed with this but with the understanding, | believe,
4 that we’re going to have to cone back when we have all the
5 pi eces before us and nmake an ultimte decision that may
6 i nvol ve sonet hing that could adversely inpact building the
7 project as it is proposed today.

8 MR.  CHAlI RVAN: Wul d the applicant |ike
9 to say anything?

10 MR. HASE: If | my, Geg can
11 interject as counsel, to be clear we are applying for the
12 direct interconnect fromour |ocation. Renmenber the blue
13 and yellow lines directly interconnecting to the PSNH
14 structures, those inpacts are well disclosed in the
15 application and well understood. Wat is unclear, to your
16 point M. Richardson, is that it’s unclear what’'s going to
17 happen downsteam of those inpacts once you interconnect.
18 That is accurate. W believe that we can show whet her or
19 not the 1SOis conplete with their study and we can go for
20 that tine line, it’s not unlike Southern's tine line in
21 that it likely won't get a real answer fromISO until after
22 t hese proceedi ngs are done. But we, the applicant, can
23
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show that the upgrades even downstream we're willing to
1 bring in other expert wtnesses to quantify what those
2 upgr ades woul d be downstream under certain conditions.
3 Let me further add that AES has joined several other
4 i ndependent power producers in New Engl and and appealing to
5 FERC on the interconnection issue. FERC has said for the
6 mar ket to be robust, for the deregulation to cone forward
7 all new entries need to have non-discrimnatory access to
8 these wires. W believe we can show under the policy of
9 non-di scrimnation precisely what those inpacts of
10 transmssion lines are, precisely what transformers need to
11 be put in what substations, precisely what poles and what
12 wires would need to take place. W believe that the
13 information can be available during, in due course of this
14 proceeding. |’mnot saying that | SO would agree with that,
15 because SO is stuck in this congested study node of saying
16 we won't get to you until we finish these others and they
17 have these artificial conditions that we have to always
18 include these others whether they're going to be real
19 proj ects or not.
20 So AES has joined many other independent power
21 producers in appealing to FERC with a plan on how to sol ve
22 this, actually | have a copy of another company’s testinony
23
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which we have assuned as our own. This is Anerican
1 Nat i onal Power’s testinony with FERC. | would be happy to
2 make that available for the record. | only have one copy,
3 but we can distribute it in the appropriate course. I
4 believe actually the way it’s going to turn out is, new
5 sources like AES, this is projection, this is speculation
6 and that’s all it is, that we can denonstrate the direct
7 i nterconnects and the effects on the | ocal system and that
8 information will be fully before this conmttee within on a
9 timely process for you to nake your decision. And that the
10 system i npact further downstream may, due to other parties
11 and the FERC s oversight those rules are all going to
12 change all that anyway. So it’s unrealistic to expect
13 even that answer to be com ng back during this tine.
14 ATTORNEY RI CHARDSON: | think that’'s one
15 conponent to what |’ m asking about. The other conponent
16 really relates to the facilities that AES is proposing they
17 woul d build and I mtal king about the transm ssion |ines
18 to get to the interconnection. |’ ve been through the
19 application and |’ve seen a plan. | don’t know what
20 exactly what the scale is but | just don't feel confortable
21 that we have the | evel of detail that we really need to say
22 okay, this proposed power line is going this close to this
23
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person’s house, this close to their property lines. | mean
1 we don’'t have that kind of information to really nake that
2 decision. | think a lot of that is because the actual
3 i nterconnections and the actual route alignnents are stil
4 bei ng negotiated. And I'd like, I think the right thing to
5 do in this circunstance is probably to proceed but we are
6 going to get stuck as we go further on as nore information
7 starts to get devel oped, whether it through data requests
8 or through sone other neans. That’s going to force us
9 really ook at future information that is going to cone in
10 to make the sanme decision, is it enough.
11 MR, OTl S: M. Chair, nmy nane is
12 Jay Qtis. | represent the town of Litchfield. W have
13 limted appearance. On this issue, the town of
14 Litchfield s concern is what is the inpact going to be on
15 the town of Litchfield? The project is in Londonderry but
16 the transmission lines that are being referred to go
17 through the town of Litchfield and so the town would |ike
18 that issued addressed in this proceeding. Are new
19 easenents going to have to be acquired in Litchfield? Are
20 the existing power |lines going to have to be expanded, new
21 structures built? And that’s the kind of issue that the
22 Pl anni ng Board, the Conservation Conm ssion and the Board
23
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of Sel ectman of Litchfield have asked ne to bring to your

1 attention to becone part of this proceeding so that we know
2 the inmpacts on that nunicipality.

3 MR.  CHAlI RVAN: And | would urge the
4 town of Litchfield as well as any other parties to submt
5 guestions to the Commttee and to the applicants in witing
6 regardi ng any issues of concern that they nmay have, any
7 guestions that they want to make sure are fully considered
8 and fully answered during the proceedings. That woul d be
9 very hel pful to all of us here to do that. And the sooner
10 that you do it the better. Ken?

11 MR.  COLBURN: Thank you M. Chairman.
12 M. Hase, you nentioned that AES and other [|PPs have
13 brought the transm ssion concerns, the |1SO concerns to
14 FERC s attention. Has FERC accepted them as a docket?
15 What’'s the prognosis in ternms of tine franes?

16 MR. HASE: M/ current understand is
17 that testinony is still being received by FERC up unti
18 Septenber 1. | don’'t think a docket has been assigned for
19 specific review of the appeal process. There's still tine
20 for, and I mght, sonmeone m ght need to correct me on this,
21 the actual tine line for that. | do know that we submtted
22 our testinmony near the last day and in the mddle of
23
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August. So what the Septenber 1 date is | need to check

1 what that is. Geg, you don’'t know do you?

2 ATTORNEY SM TH: |’msorry, | don't.

3 MR. HASE: All 1 can say is that
4 it’s inits very formative stages with FERC hadn’t taken
5 any action on the recei pt of our testinony.

6 MR COLBURN: That’s all | needed.
7 Thanks.

8 MR. CHAI RVAN: Any ot her questions from
9 the Cormittee? The notion on the floor to accept the
10 application wth the caveats that were described
11 previously. Any other discussion by the commttee nenbers?
12 Al'l those in favor say aye.

13 COW TTEE: Aye.

14 MR. CHAI RVAN: Qoposed? The notion is
15 appr oved. As | said earlier, the date of the public
16 informational hearing will be on Septenber 24th and |
17 believe that will at the Londonderry H gh School, would it
18 be the cafeteria or --

19 MR.  DUSTI N: The gymmasi um

20 MR.  CHAlI RVAN: And we’' |l be sending
21 conm ttee nmenbers details on that.

22 MS. CGEl GER M. Chairman wll be
23
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al so have a site visit on that afternoon as we --

1 MR CHAI RVAN: Yes. That’'s what we're
2 pl anning to do and

3 MR. HASE: W' re pr epar ed to
4 recei ve you anytinme that afternoon. 1Is there a particular
5 time we want to set?

6 MR.  CHAlI RVAN: Cedric will be working
7 out the details and we’ll send out a schedule for the site
8 visit as well as the public information neeting. Wth
9 directions on where we will go and so on as we discussed
10 previously. Yes sir?

11 MR SOSSE: Steve, you're going to
12 have this dry run on the height et cetera, et cetera, you
13 pi cked a Tuesday. People work during the day. |It’s going
14 to be at 7:00 in the evening? That’s when it’s going to
15 start?

16 MR HASE: Yes sir. s there a
17 better time, should we pick a weekend, sone Saturday,
18 soneti me?

19 MR.  SOSSE: I’mtrying to think that
20 maybe with children going back to school, et cetera it
21 m ght be better for the imedi ate residents to have it |ike
22 a weekend to do it.

23
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MR. HASE: What | woul d suggest is
1 maybe it’s the Saturday after the hearing on the 24th.
2 W' ||l still have our balloons up for the height. W’d like
3 the Commttee to see the visibility effects as well. Maybe
4 |1l just propose that Saturday after we’'re done, actually
5 | need to check but we can try to accommbdate that.
6 MR GALLANT: You had mentioned in the
7 hal | way when we were discussing informally about the fuel
8 tanks and the direct proximty right at the end of the
9 runway. You know you’re | ooking at the Manchester airport,
10 the runway and there are the fuel tanks and you had
11 nmentioned that what if we were to hold the fuel off site,
12 and then you wal ked away. | don’t know, we didn’t get into
13 anyt hi ng but what were your thoughts on that and what did
14 you nean by that?
15 MR. HASE: Let us just clarify that
16 the fuel tanks are not at the end of the runway. The fuel
17 tanks are outside of the air space in the approach path.
18 The reason for probing that is we're always willing to have
19 di al ogue with people in the community, is there a better
20 way to do this, is there another way to run that power |ine
21 or a shorter way, or extra sound buffering, just to
22 explore. If we did that, would that work? That was the
23
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reason for posing the question. Again, we would have to

1 talk about it. There are alternatives. |’mnot sure how
2 feasible they are yet of storing it off site. But if that
3 was an issue inportant to you, that’'s what the
4 coll aborative is all about. So please cone Septenber 1 and
5 we can work that out.

6 AUDI ENCE: | just have a question
7 on this neeting that you |l have on the 24th, at the high
8 school, do you have any studies on what’'s happened to
9 property values in the towns that you pointed out on your
10 presentation there? \Wat’'s happened to those towns in
11 terms of property values as a result of building a power
12 plant in town? You know basically a chart saying this is
13 where it was before, this is where it is after and what we
14 can all do to feel alittle bit better. Because when we go
15 and sell our homes we’'re not going to have the benefit of
16 your nice and neat presentation to our perspective buyers.
17 W’ re going to have to sell themon the fact that don’t
18 worry, it’s okay, we went to the neeting. So if you could
19 have that on the 24th, because I'l|l be there and I'I| ask.
20 It’s an issue that we can naybe address further.

21 MR. CHAI RVAN: You nmay also want to
22 | ook at two conmunities right here in New Hanpshire, in
23
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Newi ngt on and Bow. Both have existing power plants and |

1 think property values are fairly --

2 MS.  GABBI DON: | know everyone wants to
3 get honme, but | just want to address two issues. In
4 Londonderry we are still having issues regarding the
5 di al ogue between AES and residents. Yesterday | went to
6 the hone of the Loretta MKinney, an 89-year-old resident
7 of our nei ghborhood who, and | actually saw an AES offici al
8 at the home while | was there. Well, she has been
9 approached every week since June regarding selling her
10 house. In relation to what Justin was saying about the
11 exi sting power lines and interconnecting corridor, she did
12 tell me last night that she doesn’t think she can hol d out
13 any longer. She had planned to die in her hone but she’s
14 feeling very pressured. And in terns of the open dial ogue,
15 the first meeting, yes there were 100 people at that
16 nmeet i ng. O the 25 hones on ny street only one person
17 received the letter. O those 300 letters that were
18 supposed to be nmiled out. The reason people attended
19 those neetings is because the Londonderry Nei ghborhood
20 Coalition notified themof the meeting. Every AES neeti ng,
21 at least the two that were in the summer, the notification
22 process was nade by the Londonderry Nei ghborhood Coaliti on,
23
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so we do have a problemw th the dial ogue that exists. W

1 do not feel that it’s open at this point. W hope that is
2 rectified.

3 ATTORNEY | ACOPI NO. M. Chair, can | ask you
4 to ask the attorneys who are representing the parties who
5 are interested to neet after this neeting with ne?

6 MR CHAI RVAN: Sure. That's fine. Is
7 everyone available to do that? Thank you.

8 MR SOSSE: I woul d i ke
9 clarification on the representation. I understand that
10 Londonderry is now hired an attorney that al so represents
11 New ngton, correct? Wiwo hired you? | understand AES is
12 paying for your services but what is their position on
13 t his?

14 ATTORNEY CHAMBERLI N: W' ve been hired to
15 represent the town council in this process. | don’t know
16 that AES has a position on this.

17 MR  LOVEN: W re going to be
18 requesting a simlar situation as with Southern where a
19 portion of the attorney’s fees are paid for by the
20 applicant, by AES.

21 MR.  SOSSE: So what |I'm asking is
22 the council’s position?

23
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MR LOVEN: The council has not
1 taken official position on AES. They are welconmed to
2 di al ogue.
3 ATTORNEY CHAMBERLI N: | think it’s inportant
4 again to address that this is the very beginning of the
5 process and that we are in the process of gathering
6 i nformation. And that we have been asked by the Town
7 Council to help them advise themon these very technical
8 i ssues, to advise them on the |egal process before the
9 Conmttee. W're happy to listen to what you have to say.
10 | " m hoping to participate in sonme of these neetings to get
11 a sense fromdifferent people what their concerns are. W
12 have experience in these hearings. W’ ve had experience
13 before the different nmenbers of this conmttee that we are
14 here to nmake the process nore efficient and to make sure
15 that peoples’ concerns do get addressed. Clearly when
16 there are different opinions we can’'t please everyone but
17 the idea is to give the Town Council, and in turn all of
18 you, advice on how these things can nove forward. And |I’'m
19 happy to give people ny card and have peopl e speak to ne.
20 You can al so speak through your Town Council so that we can
21 partici pate (inaudible).
22 MR. CHAI RVAN: Justin, would you al so
23
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like to explain the role of the public counsel? Your role

1 in these proceedings, since sone of these people weren't
2 here in our previous neeting when it was expl ai ned.

3 ATTORNEY RI CHARDSON: Thank you M. Chairnman.
4 My nane is Justin Richardson. |’m the counsel for the
5 public for those of you who |I haven’t spoken with before.
6 Counsel for the public is a party to the application. |
7 attend all the hearings and all the neetings. | have the
8 right to ask questions and file data requests and present
9 testi nony and evi dence before the Commttee to assist them
10 in making their decision to either approve or deny the
11 application for certificate. 1’ve worked in the past with
12 Leslie Ludtke who was the counsel for the public on the
13 previ ous application. And we worked very closely with a
14 nunber of | andowners in the town of Newton as well as with
15 different communities such as the town of Shelburne in
16 having environnmental issues, concerns, rerouting the
17 pi peline, that type of thing.

18 Every project is different and it involves different
19 i ssues and inpacts different people. So | have ny cards
20 here and | would encourage any of you to contact ne.
21 Really, | view ny contacts with the public as kind of ny
22 barometer for deciding well, what are the issues that
23
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shoul d be raised, what one of the things that need to be

1 addressed by the applicant and by the Conmttee throughout
2 the process. So feel free to contact nme after the neeting
3 or to take my card and call nme up at any tine.

4 MR.  GABBI DON: | have a question for
5 you, | know several tines today the issue about (inaudible)
6 came up but | believe the Londonderry Coalition is here
7 today as a result of the lack of representation. | question
8 the legality of AES funding a portion of the attorney’s
9 fees that represents the city council. | don’t understand
10 how t hey objectively represent the citizens of the town of
11 Londonderry. I mean is there an issue here, is there a
12 conflict here? If not, could you please clarity it for ne?
13 ATTORNEY RI CHARDSON: Vel I, 1'd have to review
14 them There are rules that allow other parties to pay for
15 other parties attorneys’ fees and there’'s certain
16 restrictions that would apply and one of themis that it
17 woul d be the client, in this case the Town Council, that
18 woul d be nmaking the decisions. And that AES wwul d
19 probably have to understand that it was giving this noney
20 with no expectation of any kind of a decision. But |
21 really, I"mnot the appropriate party to address that to,
22 and if you want | can talk to you nore about that after the
23
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nmeet i ng.
1 MR.  GABBI DON: Thank you.
2 ATTORNEY SM TH: | think a point of
3 information is probably an order. So far as |I know, AES
4 has not been approached about paying the legal fees for the
5 town and so what you ve heard here today, we’ ve heard for
6 the first time which is that sonmeone is thinking about
7 asking AES if they would pay for it. Just so there’s not
8 confusion about that. W’ ve not been involved in it, we
9 have not expressed an opinion about it. That’s an idea
10 that others have apparently had but have not been raised
11 with us here.
12 MR CHAI RVAN: That would not be an
13 i ssue before this commttee either.
14 MR.  HASE: A point of clarification
15 and | wunderstood that some of the cost associated with
16 t hese proceedi ngs and perhaps is the cost of even people’s
17 counsel, | understood that those would be charged to AES.
18 And | don’t know it that’'s --
19 MR.  CHAlI RVAN: Yes, if approved by the
20 Commttee. For exanple, in the case of the gas pipeline
21 application that was before this commttee, experts were
22 hired by public counsel with approval of this commttee and
23
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they required expert testinony on the applications. So,

1 that has been done. At the local level for those of you
2 involved in town planning and the like, it is fairly conmon
3 for a local planning board for exanple, when they are faced
4 with a devel oper coming in or a |large subdivision that’s
5 proposed in the comunity, for the community to hire a
6 consultant who mght Ilook and do, for exanple, an
7 i ndependent traffic study of a devel opnent for the town
8 pl anni ng board and the cost of which would be reinbursed by
9 t he applicant, by the devel oper.

10 So the issue of having the technical capabilities that
11 are needed to properly review the application is very
12 inmportant and if this commttee needs expert testinony, if
13 public counsel does, then that can be charged, the cost of
14 that can be charged to the applicant. So, 1I'll leave it at
15 t hat .

16 ATTORNEY | ACOPI NO. Maybe we should just
17 state that the town of New ngton had asked this commttee
18 to order the hiring an expert out of town. This comittee
19 declined to do that. What this conmttee deci ded was that
20 if experts were needed and the town planning board or the
21 town wanted to engage in and were |ooking for sonmeone to
22 pay for them they would have to go through public counse
23
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and convince public counsel at his discretion that they

1 were needed. And that’s the way we left it. W, at no
2 time, ordered anyone to pay attorney’s fees and at no tine
3 ordered anybody to pay for expert wtnesses. W were
4 hopeful that the town and the applicant could work those
5 t hi ngs out between thensel ves.

6 MR. CHAI RVAN: On a voluntary basis.
7 ATTORNEY RI CHARDSON: M. Chairman, |’d hope
8 to address this under business if it canme up but | think
9 it’s come up now. There was a neeting held | ast week with
10 the applicant and the town of New ngton. W’ ve agreed in
11 concept on the direction that we are going to go on all
12 t hese issues. And | hope to have sonething that we’ve
13 worked on in the form of an agreenents simlar to what’s
14 been done in the past by the tine of the informational
15 heari ngs. That’s the direction that | think that we're
16 headed in and it |ooks |like we’ve made a | ot of progress,
17 and the Commttee will get an update on that.

18 MR. CHAI RVAN: Any other business?
19 Kennet h?

20 MR COLBURN: Earlier there was an
21 i ndication that the | SO woul d be nmaking a presentation to
22 the Committee. Do we have a date of that presentation yet?
